X am writing this letter to you to than!-: you for 
your trouble and courtesy in connection with this matter, 
which 1 very much appreciated, knowing how busy you were at 
the time you sponsored me as well as today. 

I quite understand the reasons you set forth for the 
policy of the Council and also understand that it is difficult 
to deviate under any circumstances from such a policy. Henry 
elaborated to me why such deviations are well-nigh impossible. 

On the other hand, you will readily have understood how 
in view of my record of fifty-three years of trying to develop 
better academic and cultural relatione between the United 
States and France, I should have been particularly interested 
in being associated with the Council. X began iry efforts 
while still a student at Harvard when in 1898 I started 
bringing French lecturers to Harvard, and later continued 
by sending American lecturers to Paris and the provinces. 

In 1902 I founded the Federation de l' 1 Alliance Frangaise, 
which brings French lecturers over here and which this 
year celebrated its fiftieth anniversary. 

The penalties of age are unavoidable and having had an 
interesting life I cannot complain and I am in any case happy 
to think that a person like yourself should have shown such 
understanding and kindliness toward ny problem. 

With kindest regards and good vis lies for the continu- 
ation of your successful and useful work in Washington, believe 
me.
